FOREWORD. 


Tlie  fourth  year  of  the  War  has  passed — another  year 
of  nerve  tension  and  of  strain.  The  effect  of  all  this  can 
be  detected  in  the  faces  not  only  of  those  who  seek 
sanctuary  at  Queen  Mary’s  but  also  in  the  faces  of  that 
gallant  band  of  men  and  women  who  serve  the  hospital  in 
so  many  different  capacities.  I,  who  have  handed  over 
my  active  duties  to  others,  am  in  a  position  to  pronounce 
on  that  service,  and  I  can  say  to  our  Governors,  and  to  all 
who  may  read  these  words,  that  we  owe  them  a  deep  debt 
of  gratitude  which  no  words  adequately  can  express.  No 
praise  can  be  too  high  for  their  services. 

I  sometimes  feel  amazed  at  the  constant  devotion,  the 
courage,  the  self-sacrificing  work  carried  on  year  in  year 
out,  by  all  connected  with  our  Hospital.

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pathy  are  not  squeezed  out,  for  they  mean  much  in  pro¬ 
ducing  a  happy  and  beautiful  mind  and  a  healthy  body. 

The  years  pass  and  some  great  workers  fade  away  from 
our  sphere  for  a  variety  of  uncontrollable  reasons,  but 
Queen  Mary’s  and  its  work  goes  on.  The  reputation  of 
our  Hospital  stands  high.  The  year  has  seen  a  great 
work  carried  out — that  work  is  more  than  ever  necessary. 

The  fifth  year,  wre  pray  will  bring  Victory  complete, 
but  it  is  possible  that  for  a  few  months  we  may  be  tested 
to  an  even  higher  degree  than  ever  before. 

While  devoting  most  of  my  space  this  year  to  a  tribute 
to  those  who  serve,  and  have  served,  Queen  Mary’s  so 
well,  I  would  conclude  by  appealing  to  others  from  near 
and  far  to  rally  to  us  and  help  us  in  our  work.  I  know 
your  welcome  will  be  a  warm  one.  I  am  certain  you  will 
never  have  any  regrets.

The  General  Committee  of  Queen  Mary’s  Hospital  for 
the  East  End  (Incorporated)  have  pleasure  in  submitting* 
to  the  Governors  the  Annual  Report  relating  to  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1943. 

The  fifth  year  of  the  War  finds  the  Hospital  function¬ 
ing  to  the  full  extent  of  its  limited  capacity.  Despite  the 
damage  to  many  of  the  buildings,  and  that  at  one  time 
the  whole  Hospital  was  out  of  action,  there  are  now  161 
beds  available  for  the  treatment  of  patients.  Beds 
reserved  for  Emergency  needs  are  included  in  this 
number.  The  demand  of  the  Services  for  medical  per¬ 
sonnel  has  resulted  in  difficulties  in  filling  vacancies 
occurring  on  the  Resident  Medical  Staff.  These  appoint¬ 
ments  have  been  reduced  to  a  bare  minimum.  The 
appointment  system  in  the  Out-patients  Department  con¬ 
tinues  to  work  satisfactorily. 

Visitors. 

On  March  1st  Her  Royal  Highness  The  Duchess  of 
Gloucester  accompanied  by  the  Hon.  Miss  Gwendoline 
Meysey-Thompson,  visited  the  Hospital  Wards  and 
various  departments,  and  inspected  the  War  damage. 
Her  Grace  spoke  to  every  patient  and  had  a  sympathetic 
and  cheering  word  for  each. 

In  May,  The  Lord  Mayor  of  London — Alderman  The 
Rt.  Hon.  Sir  Samuel  Joseph  accompanied  by  the  Lady 
Mayoress,  the  Sheriffs  and  their  Ladies,  visited  the 
Hospital.  In  each  of  the  Wards  they  spoke  to  some  of 
the  patients  and  were  particularly  interested  in  the 
children.  The  visitors  took  the  opportunity  to  inspect 
the  Operating  Theatres  and  were  impressed  by  the  lay-out 
and  the  excellent  equipment. 

Her  Grace  the  Duchess  of  Marlborough  after  opening 
a  “  Dig  for  Victory  ”  Exhibition  arranged  by  the  Rotary 
Club  of  West  Ham  in  aid  of  the  Hospital  in  September, 
extended  her  visit  to  include  the  Hospital.  Her  Grace 
spent  considerable  time  in  making  a  tour  of  the  Wards 
and  other  buildings  and  conversing  with  patients  and 
Staff.

Annual  Appeal. 

It  is  with  the  greatest  pleasure  that  your  Committee 
record  the  fact  that  Sir  Leonard  Lyle  kindly  consented  to 
allow  the  Annual  Appeal  to  be  made  in  his  name.  By  the 
end  of  1943  the  total  amount  received  was  £4,541  5s.  9d. 
and  at  the  time  of  going  to  press  the  amount  has  reached 
£5,184  17s.  9d. 

“  Margaret  Lyle  ”  Maternity  Department. 

In  response  to  the  urgent  need — both  national  and 
local  for  Maternity  accommodation — the  “  Margaret 
Lyle  ”  Maternity  Wing  was  re-opened  on  June  30th. 

Miss  Florence  Horsburgli,  C.B.E.,  M.P. — Parliamen¬ 
tary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Health — performed  the 
Re-opening  Ceremony  and  the  Bishop  of  Barking  con¬ 
ducted  the  service  of  Re-dedication.  Sir  Leonard  Lyle, 
accompanied  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Thomas  Skyrnie,  were 
in  attendance,  as  were  also  representatives  of  local  Autho¬ 
rities  and  Members  of  the  Committee  and  Staffs. 

During  the  six  months  to  31st  December,  229  mothers 
were  admitted  and  192  babies  (104  boys  and  88  girls)  were 
born.  The  numbers  will,  of  course,  be  proportionately 
larger  when  the  Department  has  been  occupied  during  a 
complete  twelve  months,  and  the  “  bookings  ”  have  been 
fully  maintained. 
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The  “  District  ”  Service  has  been  in  operation 
throughout  and  during  the  last  twelve  months,  86  mothers 
were  attended  in  their  homes,  32  of  the  babies  being  boys 
and  54  girls.  Domiciliary  visits  made  by  the  midwives 
numbered  1,724.  Attendance  at  the  Ante-natal  clinics 
were  3,806. 

Ladies’  Linen  League. 

The  Annual  Display  and  Ceremony,  of  handing  over 
the  articles  of  linen  made  and  purchased  during  the  year, 
took  place  at  the  Hospital  on  November  25th.  Mrs. 
Ernest  Ward — whose  work  for  the  Hospital  is  so  well 
known — presented  the  gifts,  which  were  accepted  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Hospital,  Mr.  Bernard  T.  Hempel, 
O.B.E.,  J.P.  A  large  number  of  friends  and  well-wishers 
attended  to  support  Mrs.  Stanley  Clarke,  who  occupied 
the  Chair.  Among  its  many  activities  this  energetic  body 
arranged  a  War-time  Sale  of  Work  with  great  success. 
Mrs.  Thomas  Skyrme  very  kindly  opened  the  Sale. 

Grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  League  and  all  its 
members  and  friends,  and  particularly  to  Mrs.  Stanley 
Clarke,  Chairman,  Miss  Berry,  Hon.  Treasurer;  Mrs. 
Blackburn,  Hon.  Secretary. 

The  number  of  articles  presented  was  1,851  and  the 
estimated  value  was  £954  3s.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HONORARY  MEDICAL  STAFr. 

In  the  fifth  year  of  the  war,  the  freedom  from  air-raids 
has  enabled  us  to  settle  down  into  an  even  more  normal 
routine  than  we  enjoyed  during  the  previous  year. 

In-patient  admissions,  as  well  as  out-patient  work, 
has  been  maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level.  We  are  still 
transferring  to  Sector  Hospitals  many  cases  that  could 
have  been  treated  here,  but  for  the  fact  that  our  bed 
accommodation  is  limited  through  the  loss  of  West¬ 
minster  and  Withers  Wards  and  the  persistent  demand  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  that  a  percentage  of  beds  should 
remain  vacant  awaiting  a  possible  emergency. 

The  feeling  grows  that  it  would  be  more  satisfactory 
to  permit  a  still  further  return  to  normality  in  view  of  the 
needs  of  the  population  now  returned  to  this  industrial 
area.  There  is  also  no  doubt  that  further  bed  accommo¬ 
dation  is  needed. 

During  the  past  year  “  Lyle  ”  has  again  been  opened 
up  and  rapidly  booked  to  capacity,  giving  ample  proof  of 
the  great  need  in  this  area  for  maternity  beds,  especially 
where  full  operative  facilities  are  available  for  every 
obstetric  emergency.  The  re-opening  of  the  “  Lyle 
Block  permitted  the  re-opening  of  the  training  school  foj 
midwives  which  once  more  flourishes. 

Medical  staff  attendances  have  been  maintained  at  a 
high  level  in  spite  of  the  numerous  calls  that  are  made 
to-day  on  consultants  and  the  increasing  difficulty  in 
travel.  We  welcome  the  return  of  our  Senior  Physician, 
Dr.  Osman,  for  a  monthly  visit  in  a  consultative  capacity 
on  cases  of  medical  diseases  of  the  kidneys  and  trust  that 
he  will  soon  be  able  to  take  up  his  usual  attendances  once 
more.  Dr.  Fletcher,  on  the  other  hand,  has  unfortunately 
been  compelled  to  reduce  his  visits  to  once  a  month  owing 
to  pressure  of  work  in  other  hospitals.  Mr.  Small,  having 
relinquished  his  commission  in  the  Hoyal  New  Zealand 
Air  Force,  has  resumed  his  duties  as  Assistant  Surgeon. 
We  offer  him  our  congratulations  on  his  recent  appoint¬ 
ment  to  the  Surgical  Staff  of  Great  Ormond  Street 
Children’s  Hospital. 

An  important  innovation  during  the  period  under 
review  has  been  the  opening  of  a  Speech  Clinic  under 
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Speech  Therapist,  Miss-  M.  I.  Baddeley,  A.S.S.T.  At 
present  there  is  only  one  weekly  session,  but  further 
sessions  will  soon  be  necessary  as  the  work  grows.  This 
rapid  growth  in  a  newly  formed  ispecial  clinic  is  once 
again  convincing  proof — if  ever  such  was  needed  after  our 
previous  experiences — that  this  district  cries  out  for  the 
very  fullest  facilities  in  ail  and  every  special  branch  of 
the  healing  art.  Although  present  times  are  perhaps  not 
propitious  for  building,  yet  it  might  well  be  that  skeleton 
outlines  and  organisations  of  new  and  modern  depart¬ 
ments  might  now  find  their  place  in  planning  for  the 
future. 

The  unavoidable  delay  in  construction  of  the  new 
department  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  has 
postponed  the  opening  of  this  Clinic,  but  we  hope  that  all 
difficulties  have  now  been  surmounted. 

The  department  of  physical  medicine  will  shortly  be 
housed  in  the  Solarium  and  will  continue  its  valuable 
work  there. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  however,  that  one  of  the  first 
post-war  considerations  in  reconstruction  and  planning 
must  embody  a  new,  enlarged  and  modernised  physio¬ 
therapeutic  department,  which  plays  a.  most  important 
part  in  the  re-fitting  of  the  invalid  for  the  stresses  and 
strains  of  life. 

Difficulties  lie  ahead  as  we  seek  to  keep  up  our  hospital 
services.  The  calls  of  the  Central  Medical  War  Com¬ 
mittee  upon  our  quota  of  resident  Medical  staff  are,  by 
further  depletions,  laying  heavy  burdens  on  them. 

The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  again  records  its  appre¬ 
ciation  both  of  the  loyal  services  of  its  Emergency 
Medical  Senior  Surgeon,  Mr.  Spiers,  who  also  continues 
his  duties  as  Resident  Medical  Officer,  and  of  the  work  of 
the  Resident  Medical  Staff  who  carry  out  their  duties 
recognising  the  difficulties  and  giving  of  their  best.

ALMONERS  REPORT. 


10th  February,  1944. 

The  re-opening  of  the  Lyle  Maternity  Wing  in  July, 
1943,  brought  the  general  duties  of  the  Almoner’s  Depart¬ 
ment  up  to  the  pre-war  level,  so  that  the  additional  work 
required  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry  of 
Pensions  has  made  the  past  year  an  extremely  busy  one. 

4 

More  children  were  sent  to  Convalescent  Homes  during 
1943,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  we  have  been  able  to  con¬ 
valesce  many  more  adults,  as  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Home  at  Haileybury  took  54  of  our  patients  direct  from 
the  wards.  In  addition,  we  have  arranged  the  transfer 
of  698  patients  to  the  Base  Hospitals  or  Treatment 
Centres. 

0 

The  Road  Traffic  Act  patients  again  showed  a  decrease 
in  number ;  many  of  these  also  were  transferred  to  special 
centres  after  a  short  stay  in  our  wards,  which  accounts 
for  the  comparatively  small  sum  of  £71  6s.  Od.  being  col¬ 
lected  for  their  treatment  here.
